In response to the Office Action mailed March 2, 2006, Applicant respectfully asks for 
reinstatement of the appeal in this application initiated with the Notice Of Appeal filed on 
October 4, 2004. 

Claims 1-25 are pending in the application, with claims 1 and 12 being independent 
claims. In a first Office Action dated December 22, 2003, the Examiner rejected claims 1-25. 
Subsequently, in a final Office Action dated June 2, 2004, the Examiner rejected each of claims 
1-25 based upon the original grounds of rejection. Appellant appealed the rejection of these 
claims on October 4, 2004, and filed an Appeal Brief in support of this appeal on February 4, 



In response, the Examiner withdrew the finality of the Office Action dated June 2, 2004, 
and issued a new Office Action on May 3, 2005. This new Office Action, however, maintains the 
previous rejection of claims 1, 4-12, 14-22, 24 and 25 without change. Instead, the Examiner 
issued new grounds of rejection only for claims 3, 13 and 23. Applicant then submitted a 
supplemental Appeal Brief on August 3, 2005, addressing the new rejections set forth in the 
Office Action dated May 3, 2005. In response, the Examiner issued yet another Office Action on

2005. 
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March 2, 2006, again based on art which was already of record. Accordingly, Applicant is 
concurrently filing a second supplemental Appeal Brief in response to this latest Office Action. 

Accordingly, Applicant requests that the Appeal in this application be reinstated. In 
support of this request, Applicant is concurrently submitting a Second Supplemental Appeal 
Brief addressing the new grounds of rejection presented in the Office Action of March 2, 2005, 
together with a Petition for a two month extension of time.
